The 1956 pack of canned green 
peas totaled 33,098,977 actual cases, 
compared with the 1955 pack of 31,- 
222,312 cases, according to a report 
by the N.C.A. Division of Statistics. 


The 1956 pack in Wisconsin totaled 
11,794,345 cases, of which 2,875,232 
cases were Alaskas and 8,919,113 
cases sweets, The pack there in 1955 
was 12,823,330 cases.

N.C.A. Technical Group Sees 
Progress in Peach Breeding 


At the invitation of the New Jersey 
Agricultural Experiment Station, the 
N. C. A. Raw Products Technical Ad- 
visory Committee on Fruit Problems 
attended a special meeting at Rutgers 
University September 6 to review 
progress on peach breeding. 


Also invited were experiment sta- 
tion personnel from adjoining states 
doing work on peach breeding and 
members of the Peach Council of the 
State of New Jersey. The chairman 
of the TAC Fruit subcommittee with 
several eastern and one western mem- 
ber attended this meeting. 


The group had an opportunity to 
see the fresh fruit of seven new selec- 
tions developed by Dr. Fred Hough, 
most all of which at this particular 
meeting were of the cling type. Dr. 
Hough has six or seven new selections 
which mature at different times, giv- 
ing a spread in harvesting of ap- 
proximately five weeks. 


Those present carefully evaluated 
fruit size, flesh color, freedom from 
color around the pit, and pit size, and 
concurred that most of these selec- 
tions showed very favorable quality 
characteristics for processing. 


The group then attended a cutting of 
samples in the food technology labora- 
tory of Dr. Olin Ball. Canned samples 
of the new selections were compared 
with samples of Amber Gem and Pa- 
loro grown in New Jersey. Canned 
samples of halves and of puree in both 
tin and glass were available for com- 
parison, and the quality was carefully 
evaluated by the group. 


All of these samples, as well as sev- 
eral later selections, will be available 
to the entire TAC for further evalu- 
ation at the time of the Canners Con- 
vention in Chicago.

FDA Order Establishing 


Standards for Figs 


A p order establishing a 
definition and standard of identity for 
canned figs was published in the Fed- 
eral Register of September 8. 

No comments having been received 
with respect to the standards which 
were proposed by the N. C. A. on be- 
half of the industry, the Food and 
Drug Administration has issued an 
order making these standards effec- 
tive, The text of the proposed stand- 
ards was published in the INForMA- 
TION Letter of July 14, page 256. 


The order establishing the fig stand- 
ards will become effective in 60 days 
after publication in the Federal Reg- 
ister except as to any of its provisions 
that may be stayed by the filing of 
objections. Notice of the filing of 
objections, or lack thereof, will be an- 
nounced by the FDA in the Federal 
Register.

Beets for Canning 

The September 1 indicated produc- 
tion of beets for canning is 202,200 
tons, according to the Crop Reporting 
Board of USDA. This is 45 percent 
larger than the 139,000 tons in 1955 
and is 43 t above the average 
of 141,000 tons for the 1945-54 period. 

The preliminary estimate of acre- 
age for harvest is 20,900 acres. This 
compares with 17,470 acres harvested 
in 1955 and the average of 15,990 
acres. In arriving at the acreage for 
harvest in 1956, allowance was made 
by states for abandonment of acreage 
about in line with average losses for 
recent years. 

The September 1 indicated yield is 
9.67 tons per acre. This compares 
with 7.96 tons obtained in 1955 and 
the average of 8.71 tons for the 1945-

Lima Beans for Processing 


The September 1 indicated 1956 
production of green lima beans for 
canning and freezing is 112,240 tons, 
considerably larger than the 1955 pro- 
duction of 87,470 tons and the 10- 
year average of 78,190 tons, according 
to the Crop Reporting Board of 
USDA. 

The preliminary estimate of acre- 
age for harvest is 105,200 acres. This 
compares with 99,480 acres harvested 
in 1955 and the average of 93,420 
acres. In determining the acreage 
for harvest in 1956, allowance was 
made for abandoned acreage about in 
line with acreage losses for recent 
years. 

The September 1 indicated yield of 
lima beans is 2,134 pounds. This 
compares with 1,759 pounds harvested 
in 1955 and the 1945-54 average of 
1,640 pounds. The yield indicated for 
1956 is record high.

Snap Beans for Processing 


Snap bean production prospects con- 
tinued to improve during August, and 
on September 1 a total of 346,500 tons 
for canning and freezing was in pros- 
pect, according to the Crop Reporting 
Board of USDA. This is 12 percent 
larger than the 309,980 tons obtained 
in 1955 and 39 percent above the aver- 
age of 248,700 tons for the 1945-54 
period. 


The indicated 1956 yield of snap 
beans for processing is 2.46 tons per 
acre. This compares with 2.24 tons 
obtained last year and the average 
of 2.00 tons. 

The yields indicated on September 
1 were equal to or better than those 
expected on August 1 in all important 
areas except in Oregon, the Ozarks, 
and Tennessee,

Cabbage for Kraut 


The September 1 indicated produc- 
tion of cabbage for sauerkraut grown 
under contract is 156,700 tons, accord- 
ing to the Crop Reporting Board of 
USDA. This is considerably larger 
than the 90,300 tons obtained from 


‘contracted acreage in 1955 and the 


average of 100,100 tons. 

These estimates relate to produc- 
tion from acreage grown by kraut 
packers on their own or leased land 
as well as production grown under 
contract but they do not include open 
market purchases of cabbage for 
kraut manufacture, 

Kraut cabbage continued to grow 
under favorable conditions through 
August and on September 1 a yield of 
15.8 tons was indicated. This com- 
pares with 12.2 tons obtained last 
year and the 10-year average of 10.5 
tons. 


Canned Tomatoes for USDA 


USDA has accepted offers of 589,- 
052 cases of canned tomatoes for dis- 
tribution in the National School Lunch 
Program. The purchase, announced 
September 14, consisted of 462,979 
cases of No. 10 cans and 126,073 cases 
of No. 2%. 

Purchases in California were made 
at prices ranging from $2.94 to $3.025 
for No. 10’s and from $3.16 to $3.297 
for No. 2%’s. A small quantity of 
No. 10’s was purchased in Utah at 
from $3.45 to $3.50 for distribution 
there. Purchases in the East were 
made at prices ranging from $3.50 to 
$3.725 for No. 10’s and at $4.019 for 
No. 2%’s. 

Transportation costs were given 
consideration in making the accept- 
ances. All prices are exclusive of 
cash discount. All contractors are re- 
quired to make delivery between Oc- 
tober 1 and November 5.
